Anniston, Ala., Oct. 2S.—Prepara- 


tions are rapidly being cooipie'ed here 
for the sixtn trial, on tbe cnarge of 
murder, of Ervin Pope, a colored man 
who is charged with ihaving killed J. 
B. .VIcClurkin, a prominent planter of 
Oxford, near Anniston, in April 1909. 
Pope 'was tried five times and ever^ 
time he was found guilty and sen- 
tenced ilo be hanged; yet, even the 
sight or the gallow.s erected for his 
execution in the rear of the county 
jail, could'not shake the fearless con- 
fidence of the prisoner that he would 
not be hanged and that his innocence 
would b« proved in the end. From the 
very beginning Pope has asserted his 
innocence and has adhered to tiis as- 
sertion in the lace of Ui-e most incrim- 
inating circumstantial evidence. Tech- 
nical Haws in the rulings of the court 
enabled Pope's lawyer to obtain a new 
! trial in every case, but Pope,. with 
the childlike simplicity of the typical 
Southern negro ascribed .'his success 
iu escaping the gallows not to his UTV 
| yer's ability, and to errors of the court 
| but to the rabbit's loot 'he carries in 
; his pocket. It is the'left hind foot of 
! a rabbit "killed in a graveyard on a 
moonlight nigtt," an infallible charm 
in uhe belief of thousands of his race.
